Reciprocal Trade 
Act Signed By 
President Truman 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—<JP— 


President Truman tcday signed in- 
to law an extension uf the recipro- 
cal trade agreements program un- 
til 1051. He said It will aid "expand- 
ed world trade at a time when It la 
most urgently needed." 


The legislation, extending th'e law 


for tho sixth time since It was first ' 
enacted In 1034, gives the President ' 
a free-hand In working out tariff- 
cutting treaties with other nations. 


Under the measure, the President, 
can agree to cut U. S. Import du- 
ties on articles from other coun- 
tries where thogo countries make 
similar concessions'to the. United, 
States. 


The extension is until June 12, 
1957. 


Cordoll Hull, former .secretary of 
state and credited with originating 
the trade agremunts principle IS 
years ago, was prerent to watch the 
President "sign the bill, 


Making one of his rare publlo 
appearances and showing effects of 
long Illness, Hull walked Into tho 
White House with the aid of a cane 
to join other notables.

Britain and the other nations 
using the pound sterling as 
their money standard but for 
economically sick Europe as 
a whole. Others said there 
would be only a temporary 
boost. 
The trite old statement 


that "time will tell" is par- 
ticularly applicable in this 
situation. One special reason 
is that while the pound has 
been devalued, it still is tied 
to an exchange rate fixed 
by government order. What 
now happens to the pound 
in the free market will be a 
decisive factor in the final 
outcome of th,e devaluation 
move. The new value for the 
pound is approximately the 
free market value at the time 
the change was made.

this value holds or improves 
on the free market, Britain's 
exchange troubles may be 
over; if it declines further, 
there will in all likelihood 
be a new crisis at some fu- 
ture time.

ed Belgium. Perhaps his idea 
was that this was a nice 
quiet place with little to do. 
Then came World War I and 
the conquest of Belgium by 
the G e r m a n s . Whitlock 
worked night and day for 
the next four yea/s to help 
the Belgian victims of Ger- 
man brutality and to get mil- 
itary information for the 
United States. 


Since Whitlock's day the 


Belgian ambassadorship is 
no longer regarded as a sec- 
ond-ratepost.

The foreign market is 
responsible for an important 
part of the profit margin for 
so many lines of -business 
that loss of that market 
would leave its mark on just 
about every pay envelope in 
the land. That market al- 
ready has been cut, and loss

problem of 


making the trade flow both 
ways. Trade is like a belt 
turning a pulley.

The Reciprocal Trade pro- 


gram is aimed at stimulating 
the flow of trade in both 
ways, by lowering the tariff 
bars on goods imported from 
a given nation in exchange 
for jiarrallel easing of the 
access to the markets of that 
nation for American goods. 
It's an even trade. The pro- 
gram seeks more markets for 
American goods, and a path 
for more foreign exports to 
America so other nations 
will have a chance to earn 
money with which to pay 
their American bills.

NEW RECORD FOR 


FRANCE 


No American is surprised 


when the 
President com- 


pletes a year in office with- 
out having resigned or been 
removed. In France, where 
Henry Queuille has just serv- 
ed a full year as premier, 
this short term is a post-war 
record. The premier is the 
actual head of government, 
but is appointed rather than 
elected. Before the war it 
was as bad. Often there were 
two or three premiers in a 
year. The record for length 
of service is only three years, 
less than a single presiden- 
tial term. \ This was set in 
1902 by Pierre- Waldeck- 
Rousseau, perhaps the ablest 
French 
statesman 
of the 


Third Republic. 


Why are changes so fre- 


quent? 
A premier and his 


ministry must resign when- 
ever the lower house of the 
parliament defeats 
an ad- 


ministration bill which 
has 


been made a deliberative is- 
sue. Had this rule prevailed 
in the United States, Presi- 
dent Truman 
would have 


gone out of office long ago. 
His successor 
would have 


been someone appealing to 
the majority in Congress and 
subject to disposition when 
the majority so willed. That 
would cause 
governmental 


chaos here, and so it does in 
France. 


One remedy might be to 


allow the premier, when a 
test.bill is beaten, to call for 
a 
new national 
election. 


Many members of parlia- 
ment would be less 
hasty 


about turning out the pre- 
mier if they knew that it 
meant for them the trouble 
and expense of another cam- 
paign. Such a rule is vital in 
parliamentary nations 
like 


Great Britain and Canada. 
The French Constitution of 
1946 contains no such pro- 
vision. Until some change 
is made, premiers' terms are 
likely to be shorter than the 
very moderate length attain- 
ed by Queuille. 


GOLD 


It is a familiar saying that 


everyone 
wants h i g h e r 


prices for the things he sells 
and lower 
prices 
for the 


things he buys. This is just as 
true of gold 
as of other 


things. The biggest seller of 
gold Li the world 
is the 


Union of South Africa, which 
produces about half of the 


annual world yield of the 
precious yellow metal. It 
would like to raise the price 
of gold. 


Theoretically the price is 


fixed by international agree- 
ment. In reality it has been 
determined in late years by 
the largest purchaser of 
gold, the United States, un- 
less it is pure coincidence 
that the world price has 
been $35 an ounce since the 
gold value of 
the 
United 


States dollar was fixed 
at 


that rate in 1933. Sellers of 
gold have talked about a fig- 
ure as high as $55 an ounce. 
The United States naturally, 
opposes any increase in the 
price. 


What would happen if in- 


ternational agreement, 
de- 


spite 
American 
opposi- 


tion, decreed a higher price 
for gold? Such a situation 
could occur, as South Africa 
is by no means alone in 
wanting to raise the price. 
Many of the nations of the 
world are, in a way sellers of 
gold to the United States. 
They 
buy more American 


goods than they can pay for 
with their own goods, and so 
to make up the 
difference 


they sell to America gold or 


me equivalent of it. Many 


of their economists think a 
higher price for gold would 
be to their advantage, and 
have proposed it. 


If the International Mon- 


etary Fund some day should 
vote to raise the 
price of 


gold, the United S t a t e s 
would be faced with a diffi- 
cult decision whether to ac- 
cept the raise, at the risk of 
disruptive economic loss, or 
refuse to buy at the highdi1 
price, at the risk of disturb- 
ing international economic 
and policital co-operation. 


BACK TO NORMAL 


Most colleges and univer- 


sities expect to be about 
back to normal this academ- 
ic year, after almost a dec- 
ade of turmol caused 
first 


by the 
uncertainties 
and 


special needs of war 
and 


then by the 
avalanche 
of 


students after the war. They 
expect to be back, at any 
rate, to what appears to be 
the new normal, which may 
or may not resemble the pre- 
war period in the total of 
students. 


Will the institutions ever 


be quite the same again? In 
another year or two most of 
the military veterans will be 
gone from 
the 
campuses, 


but they will 
leave 
their 


mark. In every school where 
substantial numbers of them 
attended, 
they 
set 
new 


standards of scholarship, be- 
havior, and application to 
the fundamental purposes of 
higher learning. Surely those 
influences will not disappear 
with the veterans. 


It is expected that enroll- 


ments will tend to be higher 
than in the thirties, probably 
permanently. It may be ex- 
upected also that ' highei 
standards of scholarship and 
achievement will be expect- 
ed of, the 
future 
student 


There is some talk among 
educators of raising the en- 
trance age because of the 
obvious advantages to the 


student of another, year or 
two of maturity and experi- 
ence before beginning the 
college career. The "nor- 
mal" situation of a college a 
:ew years hence 
may 
be 


quite different from that of 
1938. 


FINISH FIGHT 


The impression is becom 


ng general that the dock 
strike in Hawaii is not mere- 
,y a scrap over wages or 
hours or the like, but is a 
fight to the finish between 
the International Longshore- 
men's and Warehousemen's 
Union and the operators of 
rail and dock handling firms, 
winner take all. The prize 
apparently is the control DI 
cargo handling, key to the 
whole economy, of Hawaii. 
The union seems determined 
to prove itself master of the 
docks; the operators seem 
equally determined to prove 
otherwise. 


There are many losers in 


such a contest, and seldom 
are there any winners. 
In 


the present instance, the op- 
erators are losing the rev- 
enue on which they depend 
the1 workers are losing the 
wages by which they live, al 
of Hawaii is losing much of 
the commerce which is the 
life blood of the Islands 
This loss can never be re 
covered, no matter how the 
strike should be settled. The 
longer the strike goes on the 
greater becomes the loss anr 
the smaller possibility that 
either side can win.

WASHINGTON, Sept 


Legislation authorizing the first 
general pay boost for the armed 
forces In 40 yean comei up for a 
senate vote today with approval 
generally regarded as certain. 


The senate arranged to ballot 
at 4 p. m. CST. Backers of the 
measure predicted only scattered 
opposition. 
The house already has approv- 


ed a similar bill. That draft and 
the senate version both provide 
for hiking the pay of most ranks 
from private to major general. 
The cost of the senate bill is 
estimated at $274,000,000 from Oc- 
tober 1, when the pay Increase 
would become effective, through 
the fiscal year ending next Juno 
90. 


During the following fiscal year 
the cost would go to $348,000,000 
and then come down to $304,000,000 
annually thereafter. 
Here are some eramplos of the 


increases under the senate bill. 
In teh army, a major general 
with 27 years' service and basic 
pay and allowances at 
present 
amounting to $896.83 a month would 
get a 25 per cent Increase — to |1,- 
118.88. 
A private first class with three 
years' service would get a alne 
per cent hike In monthly basic 
pay — from the present $94.60 to 
$102.90.

as the senate disposes ~' pay raise 
measures for the armed services 
and civilian federal employes. 
The compromise would continue 
government price drops for basic 
crops at 90 per cent of parity for 
another year but after that 
the 
support level could drop to 75 per 
cent o' parity If produotlos outran 
demand. 
Parity la a price calculated to 
give farmers a fair return for what 
they grow In terms of what they 
hove to buy, 


A sliding scale of price supports 
ranging from 80 to 90 per cent of

Deluge Of Cotton Seed Causes Plant 
To Use Outside Storage Temporarily

For the first time since 1937 tha 


Southland Cotton OH Co., of Corsi- 
cana has been forced to use out- 
side strange for the cotton seed bo- 
ing received at the plant. 


An unloading chute, located at 


the top of two 60-foot towers was 
completed Friday east of Highway 
75 and excess cotton seed was being 
stored on the ground. The seed be- 
ing stored is that which can't be 
processed or stored Inside as it is 
received. 


C. C. Roberts, plant manager, 


said the situation nrone because 
of the unusually good cotton crop, 
favorable weather, good yields, 
perfect opening of the crop and 
good pickers. 


"It's not an alarming situation," 


he said; "and we'll be able to handle 
all the seed in due time. Nearly all 
the glna and mills are receiving 
more cotton and seed than they can 
handle in a regular day's run. We 
are operating 24 hours a day and 
we expect to catch up with our 
overload In a short time." 


Roberts estimated the outdooi- 


stock pile would amount to about 
3,000 tons. The plant has a normal 
inside storage of 8,000 to 
10,000 
tons. 
The seed being stored outside ii 
that which can't be processed o 
stored in regular 
chambers. 4i 


trucks arrive the seed is funncllec 
from the bins as usual. If the seec 
can follow the regular course o: 
storage and processing it goes in 
side. When the plant is "loaded" ii 
is stored in the outside pile. 


Roberts added, "the unusually 


good cotton crop conditions have 
seed trucks arriving all the time 
and the plant can't keep up witn 
the loads. However, we'll catch up 
in a short time.1' 


Ho said he expected the cotton 


harvest to continue at top sped 
for about three more weeks and 
then believed It would taper off 
riiplflly. 
"Once the heavy season is ove. 


well start pulling the seed stored 
outside into our regular bins," he 
added
